(iii) Assistants (Upper Division Clerks). 

(iv) Stenographers. 

(v) Junior Assistants (Lower Division Clerks). 

3. The recruitment shall be made by the following 
methods : — 

(i) All vacancies in the grade of Junior Assistants 

(Lower Division Clerks) shall be filled by 
competitive examination held in accord- 
ance with Part II of these rules, provided 
that for vacancies of less than 3 months or 
till the result of the competitive examina- 
tion is published, whichever is earlier, the 
Secretary may appoint a candidate of the 
requisite qualifications who has not passed 
the competitive examination. 

(ii) 50 per cent, of the vacancies in the Assistant’s 

(Upper Division Clerks) grade shall be fill- 
ed by promotion of Junior Assistants 
(Lower Division Clerks) according to 
seniority subject to fitness provided chat 
they have passed the Higher Standard 
Examination as shown in Appendix A j 
these rules.

— The following draft rules re- 
lating to demarcation of grazing areas and charges for 
irrigation of land, which, it is proposed to issue under 
the Ajmer Tenancy and Land Records Act, 1950, are 
published for the information of all persons likely to 
be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration by the 
Chief Commissioner on the expiry of one month from 
the date of its publication in the Gazette of India.

Draft Notification 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 203 
of the Ajmer Tenancy and Land Records Act, 1950, 
the Chief Commissioner has framed the following 
rules for the demarcation of grazing areas and charges 
for irrigation of land : — 

3(2A) In every village which has a bir, the agricul- 
tural community shall have a right to have an area 
of bir commensurate with its normal requirements for 
supplementing the ordinary waste-land of the village 
demarcated as grazing ground for the cattle and other 
domestic animals of the village, and the tenants shall 
be entitled to graze their animals in such area on 
payment of the prescribed fees. The rest of the bir 
shall be at the disposal of the landlord : 

Provided that if the bir area is not large enough for 
the entire requirements of the village, sufficient area 
of bir shall be first reserved for the landlord’s 
own cattle before any demarcation is ordered under 
this rule and the rest allotted to the village commu- 
nity for their animals. 

3(2B) The area to be demarcated under the preced- 
ing sub-clause shall, on the application of any member 
of the village community who owns any cattle or 
other domestic animals, be specified by the Sub-Divi- 
sional Officer and shall, in accordance with the direc- 
tions given by him, be demarcated on the spot by the 
girdawar in the presence of the landlord or his agent 
and the Patman and lambardars of the village. The 
Sub-Divisional Officer shall see that only so much of 
the bir area is demarcated as is necessary to supple- 
ment the other waste-land of the village ; and in 
assessing the adequacy of the area to be demarcated 
he shall be guided, so far as may be, by the scale of 
grazing area per animal adopted by the Forest 
Department of Ajmer. 

3(2C) In case of tanks made by landlords, irriga- 
tion dues shall be charged according to the following 
scales : — 

(i) On crops which pay bighori rent other than 

those mentioned in (iii) below : — 

(a) - / 1 2 / - per acre (by flow) — for any number

collective bargaining, conditions of work, 
employment or non-employment and the 
terms of employment ; and 

(b) a suspension or cessation of work effected 

for a purpose such as expression of moral 
eg; material support to fellow employers 
or workers involved in a conflict, or in 
sympathy towards a deceased or arrested 
individual, demonstration of disagree- 
ment on public policies or actions, exhi- 
bition of the strength of organisation, ob- 
servance of a social or political event, or 
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any other similar purpose where the 
matter in dispute is such as cannot be 
settled by the parties to the dispute them- 
selves ; but does not include stoppage of 
work caused by shortage of fuel or raw 
materials, breakdown of machinery, cur- 
tailment of power, accumulation of stocks, 
or any other similar cause ; 

(ii) “ employer ” means a person or group of per- 
sons, firm or company or a governmental or 
semi-governmental agency employing 10 or 
more workers for purposes of carrying on 
any industry ; 

(lii) “ Form ” means a form specified in Schedule 
II; 

(iv) “ industry ” means any kind of economic 

activity and includes agriculture, forestry, 
hunting and fishing ; mining and quarrying ; 
manufacturing ; construction ; electricity ; 
gas^ water and sanitary services ; com- 
merce ; transport, storage and communica- 
tions ; community and business services (in- 
cluding social services such as Education, 
Medical and Health Services, Legal Services, 
Recreation Services and Personal Services) ; 

(v) “ Schedule ” means a schedule to these rules ; 

(vi) “ Statistics Authority ” means a Statistics 

Authority appointed by the State Govern- 
ment under section 4 of the Industrial 
Statistics Act (No. XIX of 1942).

fined under the Indian Trade Unions Act, 
1926 and the “ Secretary of the trade 
union ” means the official of the trade 
union, by whatever designation known, who 
is in charge of the day to day administra- 
tion of the union ;
